The lotal number of wdhen receiving doctor's 
degrees increased in- each year of the 5-ycar period. 
However, the number of doctor's degrc« awarded to 
men increased from 1970-71 tKrough 1972-73 and 
then decreased in 1973 74 and 19>4-7^ to a level lower 
than that in 1970-71., The net effect of these changes 
was that the percentage of wbmen among degree recipi- 
ents increased ip eadi year of the 5-year period, from 
14J percent in 1970-71 to 21.3. percent in 1974-75, 

The percentage of women am<ftig doctoral recipients 
will probably continue to increase over the next"^5 
years, ba^d on substantial increases have oc- 

curred siace 1967 in the percentages of w<»nen in first- 
year and particularly subsequent-year enrollments for 
ipaster's and doctor's degrees (table 3). 

Dc^ite the decrease in the total number of men ^ 
receiving doctor's degrees, they increased in l^of the 
23 discipline divisiAs between 1970^71 and .fY74-7^.

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IV. DOCTOR'S DEGREES AWARDED TO MEN AND 
TO WOMEN BY CONTROjl OF INSTITUTION 



PuUic ihstituticms, compared with private institut-^ 
k)08»^arded nearly twice as many doctor's degrees te 
both ni^ and women (table 6). However, the private 
institutiOQs^ tended to award a higher proportion of 
dieir degrees to woftien than the public institutions 
did; -conversely, the public^ institutio;is awarded a 
hig^r proportion of, their degrees to men ^ble 7). 
This is somewhat ^urpri^g since private institutions 
tended more to emphasize (award a higher percentage 
of their degrees in) the ti;|ditional men's fields of 
engineering, physical sciences, and theology, while 
puUic institutions emphasized the other fields (table 
8). (Table 8 shows the eight discipline divisions that 
each ac^unted for 5 percent or more of the doctoral 
degrees awarded by either public or private institutions 
in at least one of the yean from 1970-71 through 
1974-75.) * ^ , 

Examination of table 9, however, is more revealing. 
It shows that at private mstitutions, rather than public, 
women received a higher proportion of the liegrees 
awarded in each field except l^tten.^Tbus, .women 
received their higher proportion from private institu- 
tions because their percentage representation there was 
hi^er in nearly aU the large discipline divisions. 

As already noted, the emf^asis on fields was in the 
opposite direction; that is, private institutions awarded 
proportionately more of their degrees in the fields 
more stron^y'represented by men (table 7), and public 
institutions emphasized fields more strongly repre- 
sented by women. 

As may derived from table 9, three fields 
(engineering, physical sciences, and theology) generally 
ead\year had higher percentage representati^s of men' 
at both public aiid private institutions than the 
percentage of men among all doctoral recipients (table 
7). Table 8 also shows that, except for physical 
sciences in 1974-75, these fields accounted for higher 
proportions of the d^g^e^s awardedl)y^ private than by 
public institutions. Thus pnvate, not public, institu- 
^ tions^^e^phasized fields having a higher than average 
representation of men. 

Similarly, for each year, biological sciences, educa"^ 
tion, letters, and psychology generally had higher 



percentage representations of women at both bublic 
and pnvate institutions (t^le 9) than theij repr^nta- 
tion among all doctoral reg^ients (table 7). miphasis 
on these fiel^, however, was somewhat mixed (table 
8). Letters was more stron^y re pr esen ted at private 
institutions than at public institutions^ ^ was psy-- 
chology in 1972-73,. 1973-74, and 1974.75. However, 
biological sciences and particularly education were 
more stron^y represented at public institutions than at 
private institutions. Thus^ in balance,, no particular 
emphasis by private Lnstiti^ons is ^own for fields 
with higher than average repitsentations of women . 

Thertfore, it is clear thatlhi^ier repyescntation by 
women in the degrees awarded by private institutions is 
relatively uniform among th^ major discipline divisions, 
not the result of differing field et^^^iases, as might be 
supposed. ' #

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V. SUMMARY 



The number of doctor's degrees awarde<J to men 
d^rcjaed in 1973-74 and 1974-75, while the number 
awarded to women increased annually over the 5-year 
period, as did the percentage of* women among degree 
recipients. Based on cunent enrollment statistics, the 
percentage of women among doctoral degree recipients 
will probably continue to increase over the next 5 
yean. . ^ ] 

There were broad variations mAhc percentage 
representations of men and of womwrfe the discipline 
divisions. The representation of w6men ranged frcmi 
68.6 percent of all degree recipient! in home economics 
to*l 3 percent in engineering for the period studied. In 
14 of the 23 disapline divisions, the number of degrees 
awarded to men was larger In 1974-75 than in 1970-71. 
In nearly all the discipline divisions, however, the 



number and propwtion of degrees iwirded to women 
were larger in 1974.75 than in 1970-71. 

The major deferences in the di5tributi<m of d5gre«s 
between rnen^d women amoiig discipline ^visions 
were the swsttetially greater proportions of men's 
degrees in engineering and in physical sciences and of 
woihen's degrees in education, foreign languages, 
letters, and psychology . 

There were. large differences evident by region and 
by State in the number of doctoral degrees awarded to 
both sexes and in the percentage representation of 
women among degree re^picnts* 

Fmally , bodi men and women reoMwed a larger num-. 
ber of doctor's degrees at public than at private institu- 
tions. However, women received a larger proportion of 
the dcgreeswawaided by private than by public institutions.
